Daoatur'B Tribute to Oen. Grant— 


The Olty Crowded wltb Peo- 


ple to do Him Honor. 


Tno Fuaeral Procession— Address by Dr. 


Gregory— The Decorations 


This IB the day of the bunal of the 


greatest soldier of any B(fe, Oen. Ulysses 
8. Grant, who died on July 23, at Ml. 
McGregor, and whose remains were laid 
in the silent tomb at Riverside on the 
Hudson thia afternoon. While the peo- 
ple ot the East and visitors from all parts 
of tho oonntrj are lu New York by the 
hundreds of thousands to do him honor, 
the people of Deoatnr and nil cities and 
hanileta throughout the land are this uf- 
teruoou holding memorial services in 
respect to the man and his brave deeds 
nud BHOrifioes. Uocatur IB crowded with 
country people, and as the procession 
muted wlowl) along to Oakland Park, 
whilo tho bells tolled mournfully, the 
mdowalks were lined with thousands of 
npfcotutors 
lluiljiugs throughout the 


city are draped in mourning and Hags

ELAROKATE AMD TABTSFDL DKOOBATIOS8 


The services are in progress at the 


Park es we go to press. The committees 
at noon finished their work ot decorating 
tho grounds in a tasteful manner. The 
entrance gate is draped m white and 
black, as is also Wood's pavilion, where 
there are festoons ot white and black, 
flags, pictures of Grant and evergreens. 
At the tent, where memorial exercises are 
held, there is a lavish display ot drapings, 
pictures of the General with borders of 
white aud black, and innumerable tings, 
the cried being neat aud appropriate.
